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RESIDENT of the American 
Historical Association for 

1937 was Guy Stanton Ford, 
Acting President of the University 
of Minnesota, and Editor-in-Chief 
of Compton’s Pictured Encyclope- 
dia.

ALMOST ANYTHING one might want to know about Newfoundland is given in The Book of 
Newfoundland, two large quarto volumes published in 1937 by the Newfoundland Book Pub- 
lishers, Ltd., in St. Johns. The set is bound in imitation leather and may be bought from A. C. 
McClurg & Co., Chicago, for $8.75. The great mass of miscellaneous information, written by 
many contributors and illustrated from numerous photographs and portraits, is presented with- 
out organization or apparent plan, but a general index in volume two makes the material in both 
volumes easily available. The range is wide; the work obviously aims to publicize the region. 
Besides the usual inclusions, such as flora, fauna, currency, ballads, buildings, adult education, 
and many other topics, large sections are given to Newfoundland’s part in the World War, to 
accounts of associations, guilds, and societies and of important industrial, commercial, and 
financial firms, with portraits. Some advertising is included. Nevertheless, the work would be 
useful in the reference collection of a large library with a budget which would warrant its 
purchase. It is mentioned here because it is somewhat special and expensive for the general list.
